Van Dyke of Baltimore, captain of the 
wrecked tug Atlantic, lost his life in 
heroically rushing to the aid of the 
imperiled 
British 
seamen 
In 
the 
doomed Alum Chine and his vain ef­ 
fort carried with him to death many , 
members of Ills crew. 
When curling smoke from the bow i 
of the Alum Chine warned members 
of her crew, the stevedores engaged 
in loading her and the crew of the 
Atlantic alongside, that tire was rag­ 
ing in the coal bunkers thor© was in- 1 
stant realisation that 
flames soon 
would reach the 300 tons of dynamite 
stored in the Alum Chine’s hold and 
the barge roiled beside her. 
Instantly there was a rush to the 
Bhlp’s side. 
Fourteen members of the 
crew 
and 
four 
of 
tho 
stevedores 
leai>ed over the rail and tumbled pell 
moll into the launch Jerome, which i 
had a moment before brought two fire- ' 
men aboard the ill fated ship. 
All of 
tho other members of the crew and 
stevedores who could reach the dock J 
leaped for the decks of the Atlantic. 
The tug and launch, cutting hawsers, j 
were sped away from the scene of the J 
impending 
catastrophe, the 
Jerome j 
pic king up speed tim and rushing to 
safety. 


Piteous Appeals for Rescue. 
The Atlantic had proceeded a few 
hundred feet when two frantic figures 
were seen clambering from the Alum 
Chine hold. 
They were sailors who 
had been left behind. 
Reaching the 
Brides of the vessel they shouted pit­ 
eous appeals for rescue. 
Captain 
Van 
Dyke, 
despite 
the 
knowledge he must have had that a 
hail of death soon would be pouring 
over the harbor, heeded the call of 
the im bru ed sailors. 
The engines 
were stopped, the Atlantic wheeled 
and rushed again to the fire doomed 
vessel’s aide. 
She reached it in safe­ 
ty. 
The two sailors jumped aboard. 
Again the Atlantic wheeled. Cap­ 
tain Van Dyke standing in the pilot 
bouse, gave hurried 
orders, which 
again sent the tug toward safety. But 
it was too late. 
The Atlantic’s nose had 
scarcely 
been turned toward open water when, 
with a roar like the eruption of a vol­ 
cano, the death laden vitals of the 
Alum Chine ♦ xploded. 


Tug a Human Shambles. 
The concussion hurled all before It. 
A dense pall of smoke enveloped the 
waters and when It cleared away the 
ship and barge had disappeared and 
the Atlantic, a dismantled hulk, help- 
lese on the surface of the buy, had 
become a human shambles. 
Death in dreadful 
form had de­ 
scended from the sky. 
The Alum 
Chine had been torn into shreds and 
boxes of dynamite mingled with the 
flying fragments of steel and timber 
filled the air. These fell on the packed 
decks of the Atlantic, the dynamite 
exploding as It fell, and 
sweeping 
them as a charge of shrapnel levels 
charging troops. 
Men’s heads and limbs were torn 
from their bodies. 
Blood was every­ 
where. 
From ships 
and 
launches 
nearby were seen dismembered bodies 
flung across and tumbled about the 
Atlantic’s decks. 
Captain Van Dyke gave his life for 
his gallantry. His body, with one arm 
severed, was among tweuty recovered 
by the rescuers. 
This number repre­ 
sents scarcely one-half of the dead, ac­ 
cording 
to authoritative 
estimates. 
Many bodies may never be r*K*over* u. 
The injured number more than six­ 
ty, of whom twenty are so frightful­ 
ly maimed that deuth appears certain.

tense, dramatic moment at the session 
of the state senate vice commission.

Sears, Roebuck A Co., multimillionaire, 
philanthropist and employer of over 
4,000 women, himself at one time head 
of a vie** investigation committee, had 
been on the witness stand for hours, 
testifying to the wage scale of his 
company and explaining that in his 
judgment wages and the immorality 
of women had little to do with each 
other. 
The small room where the sessions 
are being held was packed with a well 
dressed crowd, many of them women. 
Then a young woman, clad in black 
and answering to the name of Emily, 
took her seat in front of the inquisitors 
and by the side of Rosenwald. 
She had been employed by Sears- 
Roebuck, but left there to take a bet­ 
ter position. 
Her only criticism of 
the 
firm was 
that the 
forewomen 
“scolded’’ and made some of the luck­ 
less culprits, guilty of some infraction 
of the rules, or making a mistake, cry. 
This did not occur every day, how­ 
ever. 


Attention Becomes Acute. 
Suddenly attention became acute aa 
Lieutenant Governor Barratt O’Hara, 
a young man, leaned over and, with 
blushes, asked the witness a question 
which he found difficulty In wording. 
“We have a great deal of philosophy 
here from men. 
Now let’® Aud out 
what yours is. 
lf a girl was getting 
38 a week 
(the minimum paid by 
Sears, Roebuck A Co. to girls living 
alone) and had to support a widowed 
mother, would you blame that girl if 
she—lf she 
she committed a crime?’’ 
The witness looked puzzled for a 
moment 
and 
then, 
comprehending, 
looked up frankly as she replied, “No, 
I wouldn't.’’ 
“ Would you blame her if she killed 
herself?’’ 
"No, wouldn’t,” came the emphatic 
reply. 
“And would you blame her if she 
committed a greater crime?” 
The 
young 
lieutenant 
governor’s 
meaning was in his evident confusion, 
his 
embarrassed 
tones 
and 
his 
blushes. 
Now the girl was the more 
composed of the two. 
She paused a 
moment and then repeated earnestly 
and distinctly: 
“No, I wouldn’t.” 
The room had been painfully quiet, 
but at this there was a round of ap­ 
plause, led by the women spectators, 
aud the first general spontaneous out­ 
burst of the session. 
‘‘Emily” 
was 
then dismissed.

were women 
surprised in the tenderloin by depu­ 
ties who invaded th* district in taxi­ 
cabs with "John Doe” warrants. 
They talked in w hispers, and fill to i 
the same effect, that they had been 
unable to make a living at re put* ’ ’ 
callings aud so took the dow award 
path. 
“A. It.” was a woman of thirty- 
eight. 
She worked in a laundry at 
$4 DO a week after her husband died 
aud left her with two children. 
“You couldn't support a family on 
that, could you?” inquired O’Hara. 
“No, I found out that I couldn't 
even supj>ort myself on it, bo I weut 
wrong.” 
“How old were you then?” 
"Twenty-eight” 
“Where are the children now?” she 
was asked. 
“ Well, you may be sure they are 
not in Chicago." 
”E. P. B,” worked in a St. lxmla 
shoe factory from the age of five 
years to eighteen and never got more 
than $5 a week. 
Then she answered 
the call of the underworld and had 
been there for five years. 
Like the 
others she placed her earnings at 
about $26 a week. 
” R. M,” worked for $3 a week, but 
her parents seemed dissatisfied with 
her contributions to the general fund. 
“Did they scold you about earning 
ac little?” asked O’Hara. 
“Oh, no; they just looked dissatis­

discuss the ambassador s official acts 
or any phase of th** situation. 
It was formally announced that the 
UPW secretary of state had not had 
time to make any thorough investiga­ 
tion of Mexican affairs and therefore 
had no comm* ut to make.

This new law requires

al*.ve may not exceed eight hours 
daily, w ith the restriction th a t th 
eight hours fall w ithin a lim it of ten 
hours from the tim e of beginning 
Thus it will be seen th a t an employe 
whose tim e of beginning work is at 
b a. rn. m ust necessarily by the term s 
of th e new provision not extend th a t 
duty beyond the hour of 4 p. rn.

at the local office at 9 p. rn. th e w ork­ 
ing day of one employe can not begin 
before 11 a. rn. 
Three employes are required to re 
port at the office a t 6 a. rn. In order 
th a t th e incom ing m ails be divided 
for th e carriers in tim e for them to 
begin work at th e ir hour of report­ 
ing a t 7:30 and to be distributed to 
the box sections and general delivery 
ready for the patrons when the w in­ 
dows open at 8 a. rn.

The application of John H. Hill 
for

restrain in g 
order 
directed 
against School District No. Bl, where. 
in he sought to restrain the district 
from issuing $70,000 bonds and pur 
chasing sites for the erection of cer­ 
tain school 
houses was denied 
by 
Judge VV. S. M cClenahan of the dis­ 
tric t court. 
A. T. Larson of M inneapolis ap­ 
peared 
for Hill and 
A. W. Uhl of 
’rosby 
and 
D. B. McAlpine of Iron­ 
ton for the school district. 
The order to show cause was dis­ 
charged. 
The 
attorney 
for 
m e 
school 
district was given leave to 
answ er the am ended com plaint in IO 
days. 
In his m em orandum 
Judge 
Mc- 
Clenhan says: 
‘‘The principal con­ 
tentions as to illegality, relied upon 
by the plaintiff, relate to the calling 
of the m eeting of November 23, 1912, 
and the question of excessive indebt­ 
edness. 
The other objections go to 
m atters of policy, as to which the 
court will not attem p t to interfere. 
"W ith o u t u n d ertak in g a detailed 
discusion of the first objection above 
referred to, I will state generally 
th a t there is sufficient proof of a legal 
meeting on the date m entioned to 
support th e exercise of th e discretion 
involved in th e order herein made. 
"T he question of lim itation on the 
power of an Independent school dis­ 
trict to raise money by taxation was 
considered in State vs. Babcock, 87 
Minn., 234, but th a t was for th e sup­ 
port of schools and is not here ap­ 
plicable. 
"Section 1414 R. L. 1905, is in 
point, however. 
The relevant por­ 
tion of th a t section reads: ‘In inde­ 
pendent districts no tax in excess of 
eight mills on the dollar shall be 
levied for the purchase of school sites 
and the erection of school houses.' 
C hapter 458 I^aws of 1909, does not 
change the sentence above quoted. 
Section 1414, in so far as this pro­ 
vision is concerned, is a reenactm ent 
in th e revised laws of the proviso in 
section 3807, G. S. 1894, w'hich reads: 
‘No tax shall be levied in any one 
year exceeding eight mills on the dol­ 
lar, for the purpose of building a 
scnool house or school houses, or pro­ 
curing sites therefor.’ 
This is the 
language of th e original act (Chap. 
13 I>awg 1865) providing for inde- 
I*ent school districts, and it was re­ 
tained in every related enactm ent 
thereafter, until the revision of 1905, 
th u s indicating a fixed 
legislative 
policy for a period of forty years. 
Section 
1414 
is susceptible of the 
same construction, notw ith stan d in g 
the change in language in the re- 
ision, th a t is to say, it can be read 
as if the words ‘In any one year’ were 
included. 
It is at least not clear th a t 
here is an intention to change th e 
form er policy, therefore, no such in­ 
terpretation can be adopted. 
Ode- 
gaard vs. Lemire, 107 Minn. 315. 
"T h e only showing made with ref- 
rence to th e bonds is th a t it is p lan n ­ 
ed to borrow upon them from the 
state. 
The statu te is explicit as to 
low such transactions shall be car­ 
ried out, and compliance therew ith 
will not require a levy of more than 
eight mills in any one year. 
"T h e am ended com plaint does not, 
in term s, seek to restrain the pur- 
1 ase of th e school sites in question, 
but does attack the validity of the 
m eeting above refered to, and fu r­ 
ther alleges th a t th ere is a lack of 
available funds to purchase the prop­ 
erties. 
The first objection has a i­ 
rw a y been disposed of, and w ith ref­ 
erence to the other, the court is not 
advised of the nature of tho contracts 
for these purchasers nor of the am ount 
piesently needed therefor.

The concussion hurled all before It. 
A dense pall of smoke enveloped the 
w aters and when It cleared away the 
ship and barge had disappeared and 
the Atlantic, a dism antled hulk, help­ 
less on the surface of th e bay, had 
become a human shambles. 
Death in dreadful 
form had de­ 
scended from the sky. 
The Alum 
Chine had been torn into shreds and 
boxes of dynam ite mingled with the 
flying fragm ents of steel and tim ber 
filled the air. These fell on the packed 
decks of the A tlantic, the dynam ite 
exploding as it fell, and 
sweeping 
them as a charge of shrapnel levels 
charging troops. 
Men’s heads and limbs wTere torn 
from their bodies. 
Blood was every­ 
where. 
From ships 
and 
launches 
nearby were seen dism em bered bodies 
flung across and tumbled about the 
A tlantic’s decks. 
Captain Van Dyke gave his life for 
his gallantry. 
His body, with one arm 
severed, was am ong tw enty recovered 
by the rescuers. 
This num ber repre­ 
sents scarcely one-half of the dead, ac­ 
cording 
to authoritative 
estim ates. 
Many bodies may never be recovered. 
The injured num ber more than six­ 
ty, of whom tw enty are so frightful­ 
ly maimed that death appears certain.

Bestowal of Victoria Cross For R ela­ 
tive’s Bravery la Common—Th* Ca** 
of Mrs. Disraeli. 


London.—It was officially announced 
that the king had been pleased to grant 
to Mrs. It. F. Scott the same rank, 
style and precedence as lf her husband 
had been nominated a knight com­ 
mander of the Bath, as he would have 
been bad he survived. 
The honor thus done to Captain 
Scott’s memory receives the warm ap­ 
proval of the newspapers, some of 
which had given support to the sug­ 
gestion 
that 
the 
explorer’s 
widow 
should receive a title. 
As a knight’s 
widow Mrs. Scott will henceforth he 
known as Lady Scott 
Although the king rarely exercises 
his prerogative to bestow a title upon 
a woman, Mrs. Scott Is not the first 
thus honored. The most celebrated in­ 
stance of a woman receiving a title 
was in 1801, when Sir Ralph Aber­ 
cromby died from wounds after tile 
battle of Alexandria.

The application of John H. Hill

in he sought to restrain the district 
from Issuing $70,000 bonds and p u r­ 
chasing sites for the erection of cer­ 
tain school 
houses was denied by 
Judge VV. S. M cClenahan of the dis­ 
trict court. 
A. T. Larson of M inneapolis ap ­ 
peared for Hill and A. VV. Uhl of 
Crosby and D. B. McAlpine of Iron­ 
ton for the school district. 
The order to show cause was dis­ 
charged. 
The 
attorney 
for 
m e 
school district was given leave to 
answer the am ended com plaint in IO 
days. 
In his m em orandum 
Judge 
Mc 
Clenhan says: “ The principal con­ 
tentions as to illegality, relied upon 
by the plaintiff, relate to the calling 
of the m eeting of November 23, 191 
and the question of excessive indebt­ 
edness. 
The other objections go to 
m atters of policy, as to which the 
court will not attem p t to Interfere. 
“ W ithout un d ertak in g a detailed 
discusion of the first objection above 
referred to, I will state generally 
th a t there is sufficient proof of a legal 
meeting on the date mentioned to 
support th e exercise of th e discretion 
involved In the order herein made. 
“ The question of lim itation on the 
power of an Independent school dis­ 
trict to raise money by taxation was 
considered In State vs. Babcock, 87 
Minn., 234, but th a t was for th e sup­ 
port of schools and is not here ap­ 
plicable. 
“ Section 1414 R. L. 1905, is in 
point, however. 
The relevant por­ 
tion of th a t section reads: ‘In inde­ 
pendent districts no tax In excess of 
eight mills on the dollar shall be 
levied for th e purchase of school sites 
and the erection of school houses.' 
Chapter 458 Laws of 1909, does not 
change the sentence above quoted. 
Section 1414, in so far as this pro­ 
vision is concerned, is a reenactm ent 
in the revised laws of the proviso in 
section 3807, G. S. 1894, which reads: 
‘No tax shall be levied in any one 
year exceeding eight mills on the dol­ 
lar, for the purpose of building a 
school house or school houses, or pro­ 
curing sites therefor.’ 
This is the 
language of th e original act (Chap. 
13 Laws 1865) providing for inde­ 
pent school districts, and it was re­ 
tained in every related enactm ent 
thereafter, until the revision of 1905, 
thus indicating a fixed legislative 
policy for a period of forty years. 
Section 
1414 
is susceptible of the 
same construction, n otw ithstanding 
the change in language in the re- 
'ision, th a t is to say, it can be read 
as if the words ‘in any one y ear’ were 
included. 
It Is at least not clear th a t 
there is an intention to change th e 
former policy, therefore, no such In­ 
terpretation can be adopted. 
Ode- 
gaard vs. Lemire, 107 Minn. 315. 
“ The only show ing made w ith ref­ 
erence to the bonds is th a t it is p lan n ­ 
ed to borrow upon them from the 
state. 
The sta tu te is explicit a s 
lo 
how such transactions shall be car­ 
ried out, and compliance therew ith 
will not require a levy of more than 
eight mills in any one year. 
“ The am ended com plaint does not. 
in terms, seek to restrain th e pu r­ 
chase of th e school sites in question, 
but does attack the validity of the 
meeting above refered to, and fu r­ 
ther alleges th a t there is a lack of 
available funds to purchase tho prop­ 
erties. 
The first objection has ai­ 
rw a y been disposed of, and w ith ref­ 
erence to the other, the court is not 
advised of the nature of tho contracts 
for these purchasers nor of the am ount 
piesently needed therefor.
